It is gratifying to observe that there 
ia at last a movement on foot to bring 
forward good men and true as - candi- 
dates to represent the ratepayers in the 
Municipal Council during the ensuing 
term. Perhaps there never was a time 
in tho annals of tho city when there 
was so much real necessity for tho 
selection of suitable candidates, and it 
is to be hoped that, with as little dolay 
" as possiblo, the ratepayers will organize, 
and thus render the election of any 
candidate, who may have on former oc- 
casions proved recreant to his duty, an 
absolute impossibility. The in-coming 
Council will havo much to attend to 
and much to rectify. Certain mem- 
bers of tho now almost defunct board 
will doubtless assert that, so much 
having been clone during tho past 
twelve months, tho duties of their suc- 
cessors will bo merely nominal. But 
this assertion, if made, will scarcely 
boar tho scrutiny of daylight. Tho 
new Council will find that in many 
respects order will havo to bo substi- 
tuted for confusion, and that a system 
for keej i ig municipal expenditure with- 
in tho yearly revenue must bo estab- 
lished to avert an otherwise inovitablo 
increase of taxation. It will be found 
necessary, in order that this may bo 
accomplished, to observe strict economy 
in every department, but not to carry 
measures of retrenchment to such an 
extent as will impair the efficiency of 
the public service. This, it must be 
admitted, will be a difficult feat to 
achieve, but being difficult, tho greater 
necessity exists for the candidature of 
citizens who will willingly and honestly 
struggle with tho task until victory 
shall have crowned their efforts. The 
sanitary measures enacted by past 
Councils either require to bo amended 
or carried out with much more care 
and vigor than hitherto. It will be 
found positively necessary to adopt 
one of those alternatives if tho public 
health is to ho maintained in anything 
like a satisfactory condition, for it 
would be extremely unwise to regard 
the comparative immunity from sick- 
ness during the last year as a guarantee 
for a similar state of affairs in the 
next. It must be evident therefore 
that, under existing circumstances, a 
ratepayer, who intends to allow the 
election to go by default in any of tho 
wards, is guilty of an injustice 
to himself and neglectful of a duty he 
owes to the community at large. Much 
may be accomplished by proper organi- 
zation, whilst, on the other hand, a lack 
of it will inevitably defeat the ends of 
those who have the welfare of the city 
at heart. Already, through the medium 
of the Press, the names of a number of 
candidates have been announced, but as 
yet the majority of those gentlemen 
have availed themselves of no oppor- 
tunity to render their views on civic 
affairs the property of the public. 
It is true that the sentiments of 
several condidates, who have signified 
their determination to seek re-election, 
are a little too well known to meet 
with public approval; but it does not 
seem to have been generally ascertained 
"who is who" in the ranks of the new 
candidates. Wo must therefore be per- 
mitted to suggest that, either through 
the columns of the local papers or in 
Borne other public manner, it is highly 
important aspirants for municipal hon- 
ors should " declare " themselves. It 
may be said that nomination day will 
bo the most fitting time to perform 
this duty; but we contend that procras- 
tination of such a character will lead 
to much confusion, for previous to that 
day many ratepayers may have been 
induced to pledge themselves under 
misapprehension as to who' will posi- 
tively be candidates in tho several 
wards. Let the ratepayers, therefore, 
hear what the candidates have to say 
and, having heard, select those in 
whom they think they can best repose 
confidence and then return them at the 
head of the poll. If only apropcramount 
of interest be evinced by the people, 
there will be no difficulty in electing a 
Council which will be a credit to the 
Capital of the Province. A split tic- 
ket will result in defeat; but unanimity 
of action will render victory compara- 
tively easy.

An almanac maker ia London pre- 
dicts that the year 1879 will dawn on 
scenes of violence, bloodshed, accidents 
and explosions. In January there will 
be strife and bloodshed in Spain; affairs 
will go wrong in America, and public 
disputes will be embittered. In Eng- 
land, the imprisonment and disgrace 
of some great personage connected with 
the government may bo looked for. 

In February, Saturn and Mars will 
combine to stir up trouble in Europe, 
Mexico and India. la March many 
deetls of vengeance will be perpetrated 
in Russia; danger will lurk ia the path 
of the Emperor of Germany March 
11th; a great clerical scandal will be 
developed in England; there will bo 
war and famine in India and China; 
and in America discord between the 
President and people, trouble with the 
Indians, and religious disputes, leading 
to scenes of violence. 

In April, the religious world will be 
greatly agitated. In May railroad 
companies will experience great ad- 
verse fluctuations of their securities. 
In Juno there will bo war in Austria, 
Turkey and Greece, and in America 
cruel epidemic fever, cattle disease, a 
high birth rate, a prosperous dramatic 
season, and good fortune to advocates 
of woman suffrage. And so on until 
December, when more than ono dynas- 
ty in Europe will tremble, the Social- 
ists become a terror to society, and the 
uprising of the Greek and sclavs races 
shake Eastern Europe to its founda- 
tions. 

These predictions are based on tho 
conjunction and aspect of the planets, 
and are made, the author declares, 
with "tho simple and natural rules of 
astral science, as first collected by 
Claudius Ptolemy, and illustrated by 
Didadus, Placidus de Titus." 

This almanac has been published for 
nearly fifty years, and has always 
abounded in predictions in character 
like those above. In 1^53 ib was pre- 
dicted that earthquakes would occur 
near Carthegena about July lGth. On 
the 15th there was an earthquake at 
Cumana, near Carthagena, in which 
•1,000 people lost their lives. In 187G 
it was predicted that there would be 
misfortune on American railroads and 
a great catastrophe. Ashtabula horror 
occurred Dec. 28th. For July, 1878, 
it was predicted that there would be in 
America many violent, sudden and ter- 
rible deaths by sunstroke. 

Having made several good guesses in 
the course of fifty years, the almanac as- 
trologer points with pride to his pre- 
dictions for tho future, and asks the 
people to believe in his system. The 
predictions grade with thoso made by 
othor almanac prophets, and are cur- 
ious, to say the least.
